The Dr. John Young Collection 

John Marcus Young, M.D. was a native Texan born in 1938 in Arlington, Texas, subsequently settling in 
Athens, Texas, and then Alpine, Texas near Big Bend. In addition to his medical practice as a radiologist, 
he was known for his many interests and hobbies including the development and promotion of Texas 
country music artists early in their careers such as Willie Nelson and Waylon Jennings. He was the 
financial backer of Willie Nelson's original (1st) Fourth of July Picnic, as well as subsequent concerts 
over the years, and Dr. Young is mentioned in Nelson's seminal biography Willie Nelson: An Epic Life 
by Joe Nick Patoski. He and Nelson remained friends until Dr. Young’s death in 2009. Other pursuits 
included specialty aircraft, art, cars, and motorcycles. 

As a radiologist, Dr. Young possessed instinctive and remarkable diagnostic skills viewing the nuances of x-rays - a keen eye 
that he applied when assembling an exceptional coin collection over many years beginning in the early 1970s. Innumerable 
hours of research are evident, while the overall quality of the coins attests to the knowledge and passion of an expert collector. 
Highlights include a wonderful set of proof Barber quarters in high grades - put together before the advent of Registry Sets, 
all housed in early generation “NGC 4” holders, the first NGC holders to use a hologram on the reverse more than 25 years 
ago. Other silver type coins in the collection are equally impressive and housed in early 1990s-style green label PCGS holders. 
We encourage bidders to pay particular attention the The Dr. John Young Collection, appearing in the Premier Session and 
Certified Floor Sessions throughout the auction. 




The Lenny Reiner Collection, Part III 

Selections from The Lenny Reiner Collection, Part III is our second Signature Auction offering of the 
Reiner Hoard GSA dollars (the first part appeared at FUN in Tampa).

The Jim Hilands Collection 

A nice group of federal series type coins from The Jim Hilands Collection is slated for Premier and Signature Floor Sessions. 
Early issues include a 1795 No Pole half cent, C-6a, struck on a thin planchet, graded XF45 PCGS; a 1795 Flowing Hair half 
dollar, 0-104 (T-24), in XF45+ PCGS, and a 1796 Small Date, Large Letters Draped Bust dollar, B-4, BB-61 graded AU50 
PCGS. Later dates are highlighted by an 1880 Trade dollar, PR65 Deep Cameo PCGS, a proof-only issue; an impeccable 1874 
Arrows quarter, MS66 PCGS; and an 1882 dime graded PR66 Deep Cameo by PCGS, with dazzling field/device contrast.

3455 (1670-75) St. Patrick Farthing VF20 PCGS. Breen-208, 
W-11500. Originally struck for Ireland, the St. Patrick farthings 
were chiefly rejected by that nation. In 1681, Mark Newby 
exported a large shipment to America, where they were declared 
legal tender by New Jersey. This medium brown example has clear 
types, readable legends, and minimally marked granular surfaces.

3456 1787 Massachusetts Half Cent AU58 NGC. Ryder 4-C, 
W-5940, R.2. Glistening silverlike luster illuminates the 
unabraded fields of this nearly Uncirculated Ryder 4-C half cent, 
while the design elements show medium brown toning. Moderate 
strike weakness on the central high points is not unusual for the 
issue. A visually unsurpassable example for the grade. Census (all 
varieties included): 12 in 58, 34 finer (1/16).

Massachusetts half cent, showing glossy burgundy-brown surfaces 
that are free of environmental impairments. The strike is even and 
well-centered. Central definition is above average — the shield is 
not fully defined, but HALF CENT is bold; the Indian’s tunic is 
well-detailed. Satiny luster remains in the fields. NGC ID# 2B22,

3458 1787 Massachusetts Cent, Arrows in Right Talon — Holed — 
NGC Details. Fair. Ryder 2a-F, W-6070, High R.6. The reverse 
has the bundle of arrows in the eagle’s right talon, to the viewer’s 
left, on this rare colonial variety. This piece dark brown fields with 
tan devices. A hole is present at 6 o’clock relative to the obverse. 
Although only a “hole filler,” this piece will bring the collector 
one step closer to a complete variety set of Massachusetts copper 
coinage. 

3459 1788 Massachusetts Cent, Period, XF40 PCGS. CAC. Ryder 
10-L, W-6280, R.2. A rather plentiful 1788 Massachusetts Cent 
variety, this example exhibits mottled tan and steel surfaces with 
minimal marks on each side. A minor planchet crack is evident at 
5 o’clock relative to the obverse. NGC ID# 2B27, PCGS# 948 Base 
PCGS# 311 

3460 1788 Vermont Copper, Bust Right, XF45 NGC. CAC. RR-16, 
Bressett 15-S, W-2120, R.l. For the colonial type collector who 
desires a single example of each major issuing entity, this Vermont 
copper is an ideal candidate, representing the single most plentiful 
variety. This exquisite example has smooth olive-brown surfaces 
with only slight weakness at the center, typical of nearly every 
survivor from the die pair.

3461 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays, XF40 NGC.

3462 1787 Fugio Cent, New Haven Restrike, Brass, MS64 PCGS. 
N. 104-FF, W-17560. The New Haven Restrikes were produced 
circa 1860 in copper, brass, and silver. Reportedly at least one 
example was struck in gold. Although numismatist Horatio N. 
Rust recounted that he had located the original dies for the Fugio 
cents from the previous century, it is clear that these were newly 
created dies, likely by the Scovill Manufacturing Company of 
Waterbury, Connecticut, shortly before the Civil War. Because 
they are virtually identical to the original design, these New Haven 
Restrikes are highly collectible with demand from colonial type 
collectors and others. This Choice Mint State piece has brilliant 
orange luster with delicate bluish-brown toning on the reverse.

The 
73.0-grain weight, one grain over the Massachusetts shilling weight 
standard, proves that this piece was clipped inside the Boston Mint, 
rather than outside the mint at a later date. The production method 
for the Massachusetts silver coinage, struck in strips using a rocker 
press, and then cut out with heavy shears, resulted in many oddly 
shaped pieces that look like they were clipped later by individuals 
trying to accumulate a small quantity of silver at the expense of 
others. However, the weight of the piece in question will always 
differentiate between the later clipped pieces, and those that were 
poorly shaped within the Mint. The former are undesirable, while 
the latter, such as this lovely Mint State piece, are charming.

Ex: Eric P. Newman 
Collection. 92.6 grains. The cataloger’s first response upon seeing 
this coin was to shake his head in amazement. The obverse shows 
two complete profiles, side-by-side. The right portion of the reverse 
design appears to the left, and right of that is an elliptical indented 
area that retains traces of incuse letters representing a brockage 
image. Eric P. Newman explains: 

“Two blanks were in the coining press. The top one received 
the obverse and had a blank reverse. The bottom one 
conversely had a blank obverse and a struck reverse. The 
operator tried to remove both coins but got the lower one 
out and the upper one partly out from the die area. When 
the dies came together the top coin was partly restruck 
and the impression of the blank top of the lower coin was 
pressed into the upper coin.” 

Both sides exhibit lovely olive-brown surfaces with wispy blue 
overtones that accompany considerable original orange mint color. 
The two V-shaped areas on each side remain untouched by the 
dies, and clearly show the original planchet marks, illustrative 
of the planchet appearance before the Connecticut coppers 
were struck. Careful study of those areas will help the student to 
understand the difference between original planchet marks and 
later, or post-production imperfections. 

The present specimen, a remarkable double strike with a 
brockage indent, is also the finest survivor that we have seen from 
the 16.4-L.2 dies. It is finer than the granular AU 1975 Pine Tree- 
EAC coin. It is clearly better than the XF Perkins coin, and far finer 
than those in Taylor, Norweb, or Ford. We have no hesitation in 
stating that this is the finest existing 1788 Miller 16.4'L.2 copper.

For example, W-1770 is known as the Period after Large 
variety, but the other Large Date variety, W-l765, also has a period 
after the date, and similar observations can be made regarding 
the period between the date. The base of the PE in PENCE is a 
better way to distinguish the two varieties. The smaller 8 identifies 
W-l775. W-l780 refers to Breen-1017, which denotes and plates 
only the ANS example, actually an example of W-1770. Thus, 
W-l 780 is a duplicate listing of W-1770 that should be deleted. 

The present piece shows a few pinscratches in the center 
obverse, and the reverse shows a single small, round indent in the 
center, but mostly just extensive wear appears on the medium- 
gray surfaces, with the usual off-center obverse and well-centered 
reverse strike.

If there are nine known examples of 
a particular variety, but only six or seven collectors are 
interested in it, the coin would certainly be rare, but 
because of a relatively low interest factor (low demand), it 
would not command much of a premium. Conversely, there 
could be 10,000 pieces known of a variety, but if 11,000 
collectors are interested in obtaining one, the premium 
over the normal value of the coin would be much greater, 
due to the high interest factor (high demand). This brings 
us back to the age-old law of supply and demand.” 

It is interesting to note that the Cherrypickers’ Guide gives its 
highest ratings of 5 for both Interest Factor and Liquidity Factor 
for each of the three popular Buffalo nickel varieties, the 1916 
Doubled Die Obverse, the 1918/7-D, and the 1937-D Three- 
Legged. This seems to be out of kilter, as there are many collectors, 
even type collectors, who would likely consider the purchase of 
a 1937-D Three-Legged Buffalo in preference to the other rarer 
varieties; thus, we believe its Interest Factor should be even higher. 
The demand especially for Gem examples of the Three-Legged 
1937-D can never approach the limited supply. The surfaces of 
this piece are bright and satiny, and each side has a layer of muted 
reddish-golden patina. There are no mentionable abrasions on 
either side, and the strike is above-average for this normally weak 
issue.

1792 half disme was the first coin struck under the authority of 
the Mint Act of 1792. President George Washington gave his 
approval for the coin’s production on July 9, 1792 in a letter to 
Mint Director David Rittenhouse and Thomas Jefferson deposited 
the silver bullion for the striking two days later. The coins were 
actually struck in the cellar facility of Philadelphia sawmaker 
John Harper because the First United States Mint was not ready 
for operations in its own building at that time. On the 13th, 
Jefferson recorded the following statement in his personal account 
book, “Reed, from the mint 1,500 half dismes of the new coinage.” 
Washington mentioned the half dismes in his November 6, 1792 
State of the Union Address: 

“In execution of the authority given by the Legislature 
measures have been taken for engaging some artists from 
abroad to aid in the establishment of our mint. Others 
have been employed at home. Provision has been made 
of the requisite buildings, and these are now putting into 
proper condition for the purposes of the establishment. 
There has also been a small beginning in the coinage of half 
dimes, the want of small coins in circulation calling the first 
attention to them.” 

From this we see that the 1792 half dismes were clearly intended 
to be a circulating issue, but they have traditionally been collected 
with the pattern series, as well. As the first United States coin, the 
historical importance of this issue cannot be overestimated and the 
inclusion of a specimen is a mark of distinction for any collection. 

The present coin was struck a trifle off-center and the legends 
on the lower left have run slightly off the planchet. The design 
elements show considerable wear, but some interior detail remains 
intact. The date, denomination, and the lettering on the right 
side of the obverse remain bold. Several interesting planchet 
laminations show on the obverse (as struck), affecting the bust 
and the adjacent fields. The pleasing rose-gray surfaces are free 
of large or distracting abrasions. This coin possesses unparalleled 
historic interest and an overall attractive presentation, despite the 
noted surface flaws.

The 1795 is by far the 
more plentiful of the two Flowing Hair half dime issues, ideal for 
type representation. This date is thought to have comprised 78,660 
of 86,416 half dimes coined in 1795, with the remaining 7,756 
pieces, delivered in March, likely dated 1794. As no half dimes 
were coined in 1794, the likelihood of this scenario is so great that 
it is generally accepted as fact among collectors. 

Coinage of silver was initially delayed in 1793, because of the 
inability of the chief coiner and assayer to pay the high security 
deposits ($10,000 each) which the law required be remitted before 
those officers were allowed to handle precious metals. This obstacle 
was remedied in 1794, but silver production was then dictated by 
both the availability of bullion and the fineness of said bullion. In 
the early days of the Mint, almost all of the silver used in coinage 
was acquired from private depositors and banks, and the most 
common form was foreign coin. The resulting variances in quantity 
and fineness required that all deposited bullion be put through 
the tedious and time-consuming task of refining before it could 
be worked into planchets for coinage. Silver dollars were the first 
silver denomination struck at the Mint, followed by half dollars, as 
dictated by the requests of depositors. 

Half dime production did not commence until early 1795, but 
the Mint was not in the practice of wasting outdated dies that 
were still usable. Three 1794'dated obverse dies were used for 
regular coinage in 1795. Had these not deteriorated so quickly — a 
problem that plagued the early Mint for years until the die-making 
process was perfected — the 1794 issue would be significantly more 
available today and would rival the 1795 for popularity among type 
collectors. 

V-4 is one of the more frequently seen varieties of the 1795 issue, 
and is often the one represented when a Mint State coin is located. 
This is a late die state example with a rim cud over the tops of the 
TY in LIBERTY and star 9. This Gem is immensely appealing, with 
strong, satiny luster underlying sun-gold and amber toning that 
yields to deep aquamarine around the peripheries. The strike is 
even and well-centered, with just a touch of weakness observed in 
the extreme center of the obverse portrait and on the eagle’s breast.

1800 Draped Bust half dime claims a mintage of 40,000 pieces, 
with four die varieties known for the date. Three obverse and two 
reverse dies were used to accomplish this mintage. The coin offered 
here represents the LNT3 variety, one of the two pairings to employ 
the famous LIBEKTY obverse, the result of using a defective R 
punch with a broken top. The reverse of the LM-3 has only two 
of the top arrowheads at equal height. This was the first use of the 
obverse die. It was used again on the rare LM'4 variety. This was 
the third and final use of the reverse die, as it was also used to strike 
the LM'l and LM-2 varieties of this date. 

Early half dime specialist Howard P. Newlin was the first 
numismatist to notice the LIBEKTY variety, as related in his 
seminal work on half dimes in 1883: 

“No. 2. Obverse: 8 lower than 1 in date; top of R in Liberty 
open, resembling a K. I noticed this peculiarity some time 
ago, and remarked it to a gentleman who was cataloguing a 
collection, in his catalogue he termed it the Libekty variety, 
and as it has since become identified by that name I will 
thus term it, although I do not think the letter is a K.” 

The LIBEKTY variety has been a favorite of collectors since it 
was first identified. Although it is scarce in absolute terms, high' 
grade examples can be found with patience. It is very rare at the 
MS65 grade level, however, and finer specimens are virtually 
unobtainable. 

The present coin traces its history to the fabled Norweb 
Collection, which was formed over several generations before being 
sold in a series of landmark auctions by Bowers and Merena in the 
late 1980s. The strike is better'than'average for this issue, which 
almost always shows some weakness on the centers. The well' 
preserved surfaces are blanketed in shades of dark gray and golden' 
brown toning and traces of original mint luster shine through the 
patina. Eye appeal is quite strong for this early half dime issue. Few 
examples can match this piece for technical quality and eye appeal, 
and its illustrious pedigree adds to its intense historic interest.

Early catalogers were 
quick to notice the four berries reverse on the JR'2 variety and 
numismatists like Howard Rounds Newcomb began listing the 
1805 “Four Berries” reverse as early as the catalog for the 1914 
ANS Exhibition. The record price realized at auction for the issue 
is the $188,000 brought by the MS67 PCGS Secure example in 
Heritage’s ANA Signature sale in August of 2014. 

The present coin is a high-end Premium Gem with sharply 
detailed design elements, aside from a touch of softness on some 
star radials.

The present coin is the eighth individual 
representative currently confirmed to exist. In its previous 
offering in Stack’s 1998 sale of the Boys Town Collection, this 
coin was described as probably originating from the Harlan P. 
Smith Collection, sold by the Chapman brothers in May 1906. We 
examined that catalog, along with the original photographic plate, 
and it appears that the Eliasberg piece is actually a different coin. 

Bold devices are set against glassy mirroring on both sides of 
this Gem proof.

Of the odd-denomination minor coinage 
issues of the United States, the twenty cent piece is by far the 
shortest-lived series. Business strikes and proofs were coined in 
1875 and 1876, with a combined total of only 1,110 coins struck in 
proof-only format in 1877 and 1878. Its downfall was directly tied 
to public confusion between the new twenty cent design and the 
quarter dollar. Several pattern proposals of the new denomination 
were issued in 1874 and 1875 but the Treasury preferred uniformity 
of design within a series of coins of a single metal. 

The pattern most similar to the circulating quarter of that 
time, known by modern day collectors as Judd-1411, was the 
design chosen by Mint Director Henry Linderman. The obverse 
is similar to Gobrecht’s Seated Liberty motif and the reverse only 
differs slightly in the design of the eagle, which was borrowed 
from Barber’s Trade dollar. Given the fact that the diameter of 
the twenty cent piece is only 2.3 mm smaller than the quarter 
of the same generation, it is easy to see how one could become 
befuddled when encountering a twenty cent in the course of 
commerce. The Treasury must have anticipated the likelihood of 
confusion as the twenty cent piece is the only silver coin, with the 
lone exception of the three cent piece, ever issued for circulation 
by the U.S. government with a plain edge. Unfortunately, the 
elimination of an edge device was not enough of a difference, and 
the new denomination quickly fell out of favor with the public. 

Only three 1876 twenty cent pieces have been accorded the 
astoundingly high grade of PR68 by NGC, and the only proof 
finer than PR66 at PCGS is a single PR67 Cameo (1/16). This 
coin is essentially perfect. Brightly mirrored fields enhance the 
deep aquamarine and rose toning seen over each side. The strike 
definition is pinpoint-sharp.

While 
half dimes and dimes transitioned to the Seated design, Capped 
Bust quarters continued to be minted in both 1837 and 1838, but 
in reduced quantities from the higher mintages in 1835 and 1836. 
The official 1837 mintage was 252,400 pieces, although some 
numismatists believe part of the 1838 mintage consisted of 1837- 
dated coins. (A total of six die pairs produced the 1837 coins, while 
only a single die marriage is known for the larger-mintage 1838 
issue.) 

This outstanding Gem 1837 example of the scarce Browning-4 
variety was heretofore unknown in any of the Condition Census 
rosters. Both the Tompkins and Rea-Koenings-Haroutunian Census 
top out at the MS64 level, and Heritage has never sold a B-4 
example finer than MS64. The coin has been long-absent from the 
market, still housed in a first generation PCGS holder. Lilac and 
rose-gray toning merges with pale-blue and reddish-gold highlights 
for delightful eye appeal. The strike is strong for the issue, with only 
slight blending on a few obverse star centers.

However, under a good light some beautiful patina 
appears, including prevailing rose and blue tones and vivid cherry 
hues on the eagle’s legs, fletchings, and the olive branch and leaves. 
The luster is a bit dull overall, subdued due to die rust, but the strike 
is quite sharp throughout. A coin that bears a second and third 
look.

This 
Gem example shows considerable luster emanating from surfaces 
that show little post-strike contact amid largely silver-gold patina, 
with daubs of jade, ochre, and mauve more visible on the reverse.

Briggs 1-B shows notable die clashing on both sides. Like many 
examples, the present Gem displays a “halo” effect around many 
of the devices, an attempt, per Larry Briggs, to reengrave the dies 
to prolong their life. The obverse die nonetheless appears in an 
advanced state. Aside from the prominent halo effect on the right- 
side stars, an extremely bold die clash runs from Liberty’s lower 
curls through the pole and upraised forearm. A couple of wispy die 
cracks appear elsewhere on that side. The reverse shows the legend 
heavily recut, with the rays extending through the mintmark.

This 1842 Small Date proof quarter is one of only six confirmed pieces, two of 
which are permanently impounded in the cabinets of the American Numismatic Society and the Smithsonian Institution. Proof 1842 quarters are 
known for both the Small Date and Large Date varieties. While many additional Large Date quarters exist in circulated and Mint State grades, the Small 
Date variety is a proof-only issue, thus the six pieces in our roster are the only coins confirmed, just four of which are available to collectors. 

Little is known about early appearances of the 1842 Small Date proof quarter. One citation appeared in the April 1975 Gobrecht Journal. In 
an article titled “Three Rare Quarters,” Scott Rubin writes that the first offering of an 1842 Small Date that he could find was in the Charles 
Steigerwalt June 1893 Lixed Price List #39, where a proof was listed at $20.

The 
1831 half as a date is not generally considered rare — and the 
issue is somewhat plentiful as the 0-110 variety — yet well- 
preserved, sharply struck examples the equal of the present coin 
are seldom encountered regardless of die pair. This fully mirrored 
piece was at one time listed as a rare brilliant proof in Stack’s 
August 1973 sale of the Reed Hawn Collection, and it was 
subsequently identified by Walter Breen as one of two or three 
known proofs in his 1989 Encyclopedia of proof coins. Today, there 
are no proofs recognized from the 0-110 die pair. 

Rather, the coin is an exceptional Gem Mint State example 
with undesignated prooflike surfaces. It displays even amber- 
gold toning over each side, with overall boldly detailed design 
elements and excellent surface preservation. The fields display 
considerable mirroring, delivering an incredible visual display 
when tilted beneath a light. Ranked second in the current Steve 
Herrman Census of 0-110 halves, this is a coin with an impressive 
provenance to match its exceptional quality and eye appeal. CAC 
approved, accompanied by its original screw-type Capital coin 
holder where it is identified as “PROOF 1831.”

There are five 
other proofs, considered originals, each from a different die pair and 
therefore each unique. This example is from the George W. “Buddy” 
Byers, Jr., Collection, which Stack’s sold in 2006. 

An attractive Select proof, the Byers specimen displays slight 
contrast, insufficient for a Cameo designation. However, it is an 
attractive piece with deep gunmetal-blue toning and mostly trivial 
contact marks. A larger mark extends from the left end of the 
ribbon carrying the motto.

The GR-21 variety was struck from the second use of the obverse 
die (which also struck GR-20) — a fact that may explain areas of 
peripheral weakness on this otherwise impressively struck half 
dollar. Based on the visual appearance of the central motifs and the 
contrasting mirrored fields, the current coin is certainly a special 
strike. Both sides show noticeable die lines, confirming that it is an 
early die state for the GR-21 die pair, with prominent reverse die 
lines between the wing and U, and through TE of UNITED. 

Although most of the stars and the eagle’s claws are indistinct, 
the balance of the obverse and reverse design elements are 
extremely sharp. An exceptional Gem, the coin displays mirrored 
fields and light cameo contrast beneath brilliant orange toning that 
gains intensity close to the borders. In addition to this example 
(which is the only Specimen strike NGC has certified), NGC 
reports one PR62 coin.

Both sides have satiny luster with pale 
champagne centers ceding to a frame of delicate amber-gold and blue 
toning. The surfaces are devoid of mentionable imperfections. 

While the Denver Mint began operations in 1906 and increased 
production in 1907 and 1908, the New Orleans Mint was slowing 
down, with its final coinage just two years later in 1909. With the 
exception of the 1906-0 eagle and the 1909-0 half eagle, Barber 
coins were the only pieces minted in New Orleans during its final 
four years. Coinage momentum was clearly leaning toward Denver, 
while efforts in New Orleans were geared more toward lowering 
expenses and closing the facility. The typical weak strikes produced 
during the closing years of the New Orleans branch suggest that 
workmen in that facility were attempting to reduce production 
costs by prolonging die life. 

While we have handled several different MS66 coins over the 
years, this is one of only three individual MS67 examples that have 
appeared in our auctions. Among the MS66 coins are the Eliasberg 
coin that appeared in our sale of the Hugon Collection, and the 
Price coin that we offered in August 2006 and again in May 2007.

BB-253 (?) and BB-254 and BB-255. The third cloud from the left 
shows a straight spur of extra metal protruding from the bottom, 
and the eagle bites down on a star point slightly back from its tip. 
The 13 th arrow is dodgy to find. The first A in AMERICA touches 
feather 3 and is connected by a tiny die crack to feather 4. 

Among 1802 dollars, the BB-241 is many times more plentiful 
than all other 1802 and 1802/1 varieties. Despite the reported 
mintage of only 41,650 dollars in the year, the large number of 
survivors of 1802 and 1802/1 dollars indicates that further strikings 
were likely in 1803 and/or 1804. 

All of the foregoing makes this high-grade near-Gem BB-241 
a top-notch candidate to become a member of an equally 
fine type set — as do its inherently strong production criteria. 
Attractive rose patina on both sides complements a bold strike 
on a well-centered planchet free of major post-Mint distractions. 
The relative availability of this variety among early dollars, simply 
stated, translates into “more bang for the buck” when a piece such 
as this comes along. 

This piece appears to lie just outside of the Condition Census 
for the date, given that PCGS reports six Gem examples of the 
1802-dated silver dollars (all varieties) including one MS65+ as 
its finest.

In 1860, Seated dollars were little-used 
in domestic commerce and large quantities of the issue were never 
released to the public. Silver continued to be the precious metal of 
choice for foreign trade (especially in China and the Orient) where 
silver dollars found a home — albeit a tenuous one — since most 
of the export dollars were unceremoniously melted for their bullion 
value. 

Likewise, circulation-strike Seated dollars were virtually ignored 
by collectors. There was little desire to find a high-grade business 
strike when a pristine proof could be purchased at the Mint. 1860, 
in particular, was an important year at the Mint for proof issues 
since it was the first full year of offering proofs to the general public. 
The demand was overestimated, and results were more of a bungle 
than a bang. The large mintage of 1,000 pieces saw more than half 
of the pieces melted at year-end as unsold. 

Surviving Gem Seated dollars are rare regardless of date or mint. 
PCGS reports just 68 MS65 or finer examples for the entire 33-year 
series, without any allowance for duplications or resubmissions. 
1860 happens to be a high-mintage year by virtue of the large 
production of Seated dollars at the New Orleans Mint, but the 
Philadelphia issue is as rare in high Uncirculated grade as any other 
date, despite its own healthy mintage of 217,600 pieces. 

The present offering is an exceptional example that has 
been off the market for more than 25 years. Housed in an early 
1990s-vintage PCGS green label holder, the coin is brilliant-white 
and frosty. Cartwheel mint luster flows with unbroken radiance 
across both sides, and the coin displays a creamy-smooth presence 
that captures the eye of even the most discriminating specialist. 
CAC rightfully endorses the coin. 

A few high point contacts exist as well as a pair of tiny reeding 
marks on the reverse beneath STATES and the eagle’s wing, and the 
strike is minutely incomplete on a few of the top stars and Liberty’s 
head. Even so, there is no denying that this is an outstanding Gem 
Seated dollar of the highest order. Such appearances are rare at 
public auction, and we expect spirited bidding when this important 
lot crosses the block.

Only 3,000 circulation strikes were produced in 1879, all delivered 
on December 20, and many of these were subsequently destroyed 
after the close of the year. In lot 422 of the Thompson and Ely 
Collections (Henry Chapman, 5/1915), the cataloger noted: 

“1879 Uncirculated. Mint lustre. Only 3,030 coined, and 
about 2,000 or more of these were melted at the mint.” 






Chapman’s mintage figures included the 30 proofs struck earlier 
in the year. Fortunately for present-day collectors, a number of 
high-grade specimens escaped the ravages of circulation, probably 
initially stored in bank vaults because there was little demand 
for them in the channels of commerce. When the denomination 
was discontinued in 1889, the three dollar coins suddenly became 
popular with collectors and contemporary numismatists began 
preserving nice examples for future generations. 

The present coin is a delightful Gem, with well-preserved 
yellow-gold surfaces that radiate satiny mint luster on both sides 
and show attractive orange highlights.

Known for his 
meticulous attention to detail, Augustus Saint'Gaudens tinkered 
and toyed with his designs until they met his exacting standards. 
According to Michael Moran’s Striking Change , the sculptor “always 
considered arranging flowing draperies a complicated task.” Saint' 
Gaudens remarked in a letter to his son Homer regarding the 
Sherman Monument’s cloak: “I’ve just remodeled the cloak for 
over the 10,000th time and today it seems beautiful. Tomorrow it 
will probably appear hellish and so things go.” Years later, Saint' 
Gaudens would similarly struggle with Liberty’s drapery for the 
twenty dollar gold coins. After the Ultra High Relief coins were 
struck, he created new models with an added skirt fold to enhance 
the sense of beauty and motion, and to smooth the transition 
between the relief elements and fields. These seemingly minor 
modifications are evident when one views a High Relief twenty in 
its totality, giving the figure of Liberty a sense of dynamic realism. 

Yet even after production began in 1907, modifications 
continued on High Reliefs. During the production run the Mint 
Director noticed a “fin” (a.k.a. Wire Rim) encircling much of each 
side of the coins. This “defect” was eventually (mostly) solved, but 
only about 20'25% of the High Reliefs struck showed the lack of 
a fin (Flat Rim coins). This is a bright, satiny example with just 
a hint of reddish patina over each side. Magnification is required 
to see the few tiny contact marks that keep this lovely piece from 
grading even higher.

Off-metal strikings of their two- 
and-one-half, five, ten, and twenty dollar coins are known for 
the years 1860 and 1861. Apparently, these strikings were made 
to test the dies before the gold coinage was produced. This piece 
represents the third and final variant of the 1861 five dollar die 
trial, identified as K-lOc by Donald Kagin. This piece is struck from 
the regular dies used to coin gold five dollar pieces in 1861. Struck 
in copper, with a reeded edge. 

The present attractive Select Brown representative is one of 
four K-lOc examples at NGC, including two in this grade and 
one Gem Brown coin finer (1/16). The strike lacks high point 
definition in the center of each side, the same as a regular 
production gold coin would. Each side is dark brown with subtle 
underlying blue and rose colors that are evident when closely 
inspected. The only mentionable flaw is a small planchet flake out 
of the obverse field by star 12.

MAU KE EA O KA AINA I KA PONO (state motto with the first 
word misspelled). The garter was topped by a crown with a cross on 
top. Struck on a thin nickel planchet. 

During a world tour in 1881, King Kalakaua was approached by 
the owner of a nickel mine in New Caledonia about the possibility 
of striking nickel coinage for the kingdom. Approximately 200 
patterns were struck in Paris and forwarded to the king on his return 
to the islands, Unfortunately, the reverse inscription transposed the 
two letters in the first word of the state motto (The life of the land 
is perpetuated in righteousness), which should read UA instead of 
AU. Perhaps because of this, the pattern was rejected and no official 
coinage was issued until 1883, when the U.S. Mint was contracted 
to strike silver coins. Many of these patterns were mishandled, used 
in jewelry or carried as pocket pieces, and few high grade examples 
have survived. Restrikes were made in Canada circa 1900, but they 
are easily recognized by the omission of the cross on the crown. 

The present coin is an attractive MS62 specimen, with lightly 
marked surfaces that are blanketed in delicate shades of jade-gold 
toning. The design elements are well-detailed and the fields show 
hazy, semiprooflike reflectivity in most areas.

End of Auction

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close 
of the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the
